Course “Unthinkable” 

“Tt is unthinkable,’ he said, 
“that the people of the State will 
for a moment consider balancing 
the State’s budget by lopping off 
educational services to the extent 
necessary to accomplish that pur- 
po (shea! 

In his opening remarks, Dr. 
Harman recognized that the State 
faced a deficit of distressing mag- 
nitude, Without attempting to 
state definitely the amount of the 


etate’s deficit he expressed the opin- 


ion that it was nearer $18,000,000 
or $20,000,000 than any smaller 
amount heretofore reported by any 
souree, 

Without naming the’Senate bloc 
which had previously fixed the 
State debt at $10,000,000 and clas- 
sified the remaining approximately 
$10,000,000 as “inter-department- 
al obligations,’ Dr, Harman con- 
tended that the “debts of the State 
for educational purposes to the 
yarious boards of trustees of the 
higher institutions of learning are 
no inter-departmental debts.” 

These obligations, he said, are 
for buildings erected or for ser- 
vices rendered, 

“The duty of the State to meet 
these obligations,” he said, “is just 
as solemn and ineseapable as its 
duty to pay for any other obliga- 
tions incurred for any other ma- 
terials or services rendered to or 
for the State.” 

He declared it to be perfectly 
evident that the State must balance 
its budget and that to continue on 
the present financial basis of the 
State is utterly unthinkable, 

Three Ways Out 

In his opinion, he said, there are 
three ways of relieving the. State 
of its present delimma. 

“One,” he said, “is to curtail all 
appropriations to such an extent as 
will have the budget in balance.” 

This, he said again, was unthink- 
able and impossible of contempla- 
tion by a State that had made such 
progress as Alabama had made in 
all fields of public service in the 
past 25 years. 

“A second procedure,” he said, 
“would be to levy additional taxes 
of one kind or another in sufficient 
amount to strike the desired bal- 
ance, This, too, is not to be con- 
templated at such a time as this.” 

He maintained that additional 
levies on property for the purpose 
of supporting education or for any 
other purpose was now utterly out 
of the question, 

“The third way out,” he said, 
“is to reduce appropriations wher- 
ever possible to do so without sac- 
rificing the most vital services ren- 
dered by the State and in addition 
therto by levying such additional 
revenue as reasonably could be ex- 
pected to be placed upon the peo- 
ple of the State.”’ 

He pointed out that it was not 
the function of the State superin- 
tendent of education or those offi- 
cially or professionally engaged in 
education to plan a revenue system 
for the State. However, he said, 
he believed the people would en- 
dorse and support a reasonable 
program for balancing the budget 
and particularly for the support of 
education. 

“Yt is neither wise nor just to 
expect,”’ he said, “as some appear 
to believe, that the budget of the 
State should be balanced at the 
expense of the schools. I do not 
believe,” he said, “that the people 
of the State will tolerate for a 
moment such procedure, 

“Tt is perfectly obvious that in

FAMOUS WOMAN HIKER 

Of recent years many women 
explorers have braved the dangers 
of mountain, river and jungle in 
search of adventure or scientific 
knowledge, or both. Among them 
Mrs. Alicia Renthall, an English 
woman, is one of the most daring. 

For 20 years she has been tra- 
versing remote wild regions, most- 
ly on foot, and hag been around 
the world six times. Her wander- 
ings have carried her across Africa 
several times, as well as into Tibet, 
Arabia, Syria, India, Central 
America and elsewhere. 

One remarkable characteristic of 
Mrs, Renthall is that in her jungle 
explorations she goes unarmed, 
carrying nothing more formidable 
than an umbrella, She recently 
said: 

“T have been quite close to lions 
and leopards in the bush, but they 
have never harmed me or any of 
my carriers, I always go unarm- 
ed, and I think wild animals know 
by instinet that I have no desire 
to kill.” 

While admiring Mrs. Renthall’s 
superb courage and taking her 
word for the harmlessness of lions 
and leopards, most folks would 
shrink from penetrating an Afri- 
can jungle armed only with an 
umbrella, 


WAR ON RATS 

It is conservatively estimated 
that every rat in the country costs 
$2 a year in food consumed and 
other damage done on farms and 
elsewhere. Realization of this fact 
has led to widespread efforts to 
exterminte these pests through or- 
ranized community efforts, 

Through the use of calcium cya- 
nide gas the citizens of one county 
in Ohio destroyed about 50,000 
rats ina month. A vocational ag- 
riculture class in Illinois made rat 
killing a game, choosing sides in a 
contest to see which side could ac- 
cumulate the largest number of 
rat tails. 

In many other communities far- 
mers, boys’ and girls’ clubs, and 
citizens generally have waged war 
on the destructive rodents with ex- 
cellent results. 

The rat is one of the greatest 
enemies of mankind, being a ecar- 
rier of disease, as well as a de- 
stroyer of property. Every pos- 
sible means should be systematical- 
ly employed for the extirpation of 
this pest, 


Simple Mineral For Hogs 
Proven To Be Profitable 


The Experiment Station Bulletin 
No. 222 has the following to say 
regarding two experiments con- 
ducted in feeding mineral] to hogs: 

1. In the two experiments the 
average rate of gain was 65.1 per 
cent greater when a ration of 
corn and peanut meal was supple- 
mented with a mineral mixture 
composed of equal parts by weight 
of charcoal, lime and salt than 
when such a supplement was not 
used. 

2. The lots that did not receive 
the mineral supplement required 
97.8 pounds or 24.5 per cent more 
feed for 100 pounds gain than sim- 
ilar lots that received the supple- 
ment, 

3. In other words, 8.6 pounds 
of mineral mixture costing 1 cent 
a pound saved 70.9 pounds corn 
and 35.4 pounds of peanut meal. 

4. The general thrift and ap- 
pearance of the hogs were better 
Where a mineral supplement was 
used than where such a supplement 
Was not used, 

5. A ration deficient in its min- 
eral content apparently had some 
relation to a lowered resistance to 
disease and to the occurence of a 
large number of fractured bones. 

From the above it seems that 
any one attempting to raise hogs 
can ill afford not to provide this 
simple, inexpensive mineral mix- 
ture to his hogs at all times.

Macaroni with Dried Beef and 
Tomatoes: Boil one-third package 
of macaroni in salted water until 
tender, then drain. Meanwhile 
frizzle one-half cup of dried 
chopped beef in one tablespoon of 


butter. Then add the contents of 
one No. 2 can of tomatoes, one- 
half bay leaf, one slice of onion, 
and salt and pepper to taste. Sim- 
mer for about ten minutes. Re. 
move the bay leaf and onion, and 
combine the tomato mixture with 
the macaroni. Serve very hot, 
passing one-half cup of grated 
cheese to sprinkle over the top, 
Pears on the Half Shell: Cut 
four slices of bread in thick slices, 
about three-fourths inch, then cut 
in rounds with a biscuit cutter.

ton, I believe that practically all 
tudents of the situation will agree 
on that point. Of course, the rea 

son of this is that the cotton grow- 
er uses his one cash commodity tot 
purchase everything he needs, most 
of which could be produeed on 
his own farm, In other words, 
there would be little or no argu 

ment on the proposition that is if 
our farmers grew their consump-! 
tive necessities on their own land | 
two things would happen:  Tirst, 
the cotton acreage would be nuto- 
matically reduced and, second, 
there would be less need for cash 
with which to purchase necessities. 

“Starting with this premise we 
are all agreed that the one thing 
in the way of starting and main- 
taining a system of farming which 
would remedy this situation is the 
lack of cash, capital, or whatever 
it may be called, to make the 
change and to maintain the de- 
sired system. In the absence of 
cash, eredit hag been used to take 
its place for a long period of time, 

There are two ways in which a 
farmer may provide himself with 
the necessary cash for the new 
system: First he may economize 
to the point of self denial for him- 
self and family until he works out 
his own start. Second, he must 
obtain eredit with which to start 
and maintain the new system. 

“Tf he chooses the latter, which 
most farmers are inclined to do, 
and feels that they must do, he is 
at once dependent upon the soure- 
es of credit which are found only 
among the business men of his 
market centers, These include 
the banker and the merchant who 
is willing to sell on credit, 

“Therefore, the specific thing 
which the business man can do is 
to accept such collateral for credit 
as the new system would provide, 
namely, livestock and crops other 
than cotton, 

“Of course, this ought to be 
done with careful consideration 
for individual surroundings anid 
personal characteristics. Too much 
credit is dertimental to most peo- 
ple, and there are many in every 
community to whom credit means 
a constant lack of effort. 

“Other things, of course, might 
be properly suggested to business 
men, such as friendly encourage- 
ment, proper loca] patronage, will- 
ingness to be satisfied with reason- 
able profits, and other things, 

“The above is suggested in a 
general way, with the understand- 
ing that individual conditions and 
community conditions must be tak- 
en into account.”
